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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Respect to 
claims 1-7, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest a composition consisting of a 
chelating agent, an alkali compound, silicon dioxide and water, wherein the chelating 
agent is an acid represented by the chemical formula as recited in claim 1 . Respect to 
claims 8, 10-16, the cited prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of polishing the 
surface of the silicon wafer by using the polishing composition consisting of a chelating 
agent, an alkali compound, silicon dioxide and water wherein the chelating agent is an 
acid represented by the chemical formula as recited 8. Respect to claim 17, the cited 
prior fail to disclose or suggest a composition consisting of a chelating agent, an alkali 
compound, silicon dioxide, water and at least one selected from the group consisting of 
a surfactant and antiseptic agent, wherein the chelating agent is an acid represented by 
the chemical formula as recited in claim 17. Respect to claim 18, the cited prior arts fail 
to disclose or suggest the step of polishing the surface of the silicon wafer by using the 
polishing composition consisting of a chelating agent, an alkali compound, silicon 
dioxide, water and at least one selected from the group consisting of a surfactant and 
antiseptic agent, wherein the chelating agent is an acid represented by the chemical 
formula as recited in claim 18.
